After months of delay the War Office has 
w nffifift ^* issued its regulations whtets are to 

*r Office g^ypj^j^ the military tests of aeroplanes for 
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the use of the Army. Certainly ilic delay 
feems to us to fie^iiiire some sort of explanatiun, for, 
sming that the OQffilicNil^ i^flfcchiiiigB feayg tp J>e entered 
by Jtine i gth aHid d€fHlENa^ on Satfebory Ptaiii by the 
July 15th, it has not left manufacturers over much time to 
inlroduce and try out desiraljlc modifications which might 
be suggested by the regulations. It would surely have 
iieen easy Iq have aniK>unced the deSnite mnditions t^ree 
moftths agd, ffeeitug that thef ume mmm or less in draft 
even r;irlir r rh^m that. However, the ca.'se is as it is and 
the makers who intend to compete will simply have to 
make the best of it. 

So far as the eonditioiis tbeipselvtss are cpncerned, 
there mt mBm to be any ieasentlal alterfirtfen of the 

text of the [jreltminary n^f|uirrments notified when the 
competition was first announced. Such alterations as 
there are appear to react in the direction of making the 
ttBt conditions slightly ajore elastic than seemed 
probtbte aiid i^k is c^ertainly to tbc good, ffotyj^ of 
an impossible., mture is drm;inded, while nt the same 
time ii will need a good mariiinr and a gnod man flying 
it to come through with sattstaciion to everybody 
cqn^etliedL In point qf fact, the most serious criticism 
that OMt be Ife^ed at tfae au^taritfes is, as we ori|$isally 
pointed out, in regard to the amount of the prize-money 
offered, particularly so far as the all-British machine is 
concerned* In comparison wit is tin- amounts given by 
the Ftench Government for the military trials of last 
|»*r the ptizm seem abiolutely beggarly and parsi- 
mcmioiK when we consider the vital issues involved* 
Then* too, we still miss altogether any mention of 
British engines, which h a great pify. With the know- 
ledge at the designer's disposal nowadays it is almost 
true to say that anyone c:an eonstruct a practicable 
aeroplane! but the successful aero motor is quite another 
matter and it is in this direction more even than in that 
of thv complete rmichilie that encdnragemeot t© 
emulation is needed 

There is just t(iigl3flai^|S^^

how to do it he did not quite know, for he had then a righteous 
horxor of banking hb machine even a tiny bit* llowcvcj, by 
giving the tail a series of little waggles with his rudder, he made 
the machine turn gradually— very gradually indeed— for it was a 
turn of about five miles diameter* 

He must have gone some fifteen miles before he got the machine 
heading nicely for the aerodrome again* But he "made good** 
over Hs finishing p/an^t for he came down splendidly from 
1,500(1*

In selecting these attributes aib essentials, I have not been guided 
by any knowledge either of aeroplane construction or of the art of 
ftyil^,. J4y experience in both directions is paltry, and I disclaim 
cn^iy any right to speak from either point of view* The subj^i 
has been attacked solely from the point of view of recooi^u^aiice 
war. Bearing this in mbd, we might now coniyder some attributes

A cedaiu po^imlity; ^ observation is an essential ; the scout must 
be able to see sometmng ; but an absolutely unrestricted view is a 
nOn-essentiaU It is desirable, certainly, but only if k doe^. not 
interfere with another essential. There are machines now existing 
which give a practically perfect view, but lack the other essentials 
of a scouting machine, and 1 think any insistence on this attribute 
would tend to cramp design. To insist on an absolutely unrestricted 
view, to the detriment of speed or manuuvring power, w^outd be 
likt .^endtn^ a scout out on foot carrying a step-ladder in order that 
he luight fe! it up, when he found the enemy, in order to get a 
good view, 

A not tier non-essential, more or Icstj desirable in a scouting 
machine is power of rising from rough or sticky ground. This is 
convenient, of course* but hardly of hrst import-ince. For a machine 
^!.lUE^g Irom its own linch the most careful j^rcf ^a]ati^m^ can be 
made and, with regard to restarting a machine whicli has been forced 
to descend in the enemy ^s lines, I think it safer for the present to 
assume that such a mishap implies the failure of the enterprise as an 
It^qrlal itecmnaissance^ and that bod starting ground must be looked 
on in 1^ same li^ht as a broken chassis or a defective ^trol pipe* 
The scout in such case must be prepared to at^ndon hiS amplane 
and make the best of his way home by otbet means. Many a man

The scout must trust to his superior 
mobility, and there can be no doubt, T think, that aj^ serious 
attempt to provide protection would impair mobility. 

The question of whether a scouting aeroplane should carry two 
men or only one is to niy mind a nonessential. If two men can lie 
carried without detracting from speed and cUmbing pnwn, then, 
undoubtedly it is an ad^\lntdge lo have an observer with nnthinf; to 
do but observe. On the other hand, it is better to have a icconnai.^- 
sance succeed with one man than fail with two. I will leave it at that. 

The proceedings of a scout in war are, of course, infinitely varied, 
according to the circumstances under which he fmdn himself.

We should not be able to turn the plane 
instantaneously, because in attempting to do so an acccleTation factor 
would \^ iiqi^^p^ ipj^ the reaction opposing the turn, which 
wonld bie $lii^UI&e)d:#^ to slow down the rotary movement. 

However, we conldt no doubt alter the angle of attack quickly 
enough to get an aecekration effect tn the resistance experienced by 
the advaiicing plane.
